Dr Eastlake: stated, in prefacing’ his . 
lecture, that it had been frequently sug+ 
aig to him since his arrival in Hong- 

‘ong, when conversing-npon his studies 
and special ‘Jine ‘of yotearch, that -§ 
lecture read before the residents of this 
Colony, would find interested ‘and ab- 
preciative hearers, Certainly ba had . 
found such talent and literary ability 
among. the representative residents of 
Victoria, that it was no. flattery. to 
acknowledge ‘that hjs best efforts to in- 
terest those beforg him in historicul and 
scientific researches could be not only ap- 
preloaded: but subject to able criticism.
